Tho Mainland Rampant. 

That tliero aro two sides to every 
case may bo an eternal truth; but that 
one sido is not always much affected by 
the other is shown by the present politi 
cal agitation. There are those in this 
community who pretend to bo very 
much surprised that tho Mainland 
should condemn tho action of the local 
Government in rudely breaking off 
negotiations with tho Federal Govern- 
ment and appealing to the Queen. 
Such poisons, however, mustoithor be 
extremely ill-informed respecting tho 
views and interests of the peoplo in- 
habiting that part of tho Province or 
insincore in their professions of sur- 
prise. Moreover.both iu thVLoaguo and 
out of it, they wore persistently warned 
by thoao whoso opinions wore certainly 
entitled to some consideration, that tho 
course pursued by tho Government and 
proposed to be pursued by the people 
of Victoria, or a portion of thorn, would 
bring about precisely the results which 
every right-thinking person must now 
deplore. And, indeed, how could it 
well bo otherwiso? Tho people of tho 
Mainland would not, oven if they 
could, go to law with Mr. Mackenzie 
because he refused to begin construct- 
ion before finishing exploratory sur- 
veys. Apart fron the reason of tho 
thing, they have an interest in ex- 
hausting effort to find tho best route; 
and it is not to bo expected that they 
•will, at the bidding of a party iu this 
community, llyin tho face of Mr. Mack- 
enzie because ho will not do impossibil- 
ities. And, besides, the old Terms 
are not adapted to the circumstances 
nnd true interests of the Mainland. 
As has beon pointed out over and over 
in these columns, a solo commence- 
ment on tho seaboard and a gradual 
approach towards tho interior would 
ill meet the.present interests and pres- 
fling exigences of the great country 
lying beyond tho Cascades. It would, 
in truth, bo ruin to them; for it would 
bo tho moans of bringing in American 
produce and cattle, free under Reci- 
procity, to supply the demand created 
by railway expenditure; and by the 
timo the railway reached them, weak- 
ened by long weary years of wait- 
ing, they would bo completely 
submerged by tho wave of foreign com- 
petition thus let in. Thus would tho 
railway bring death and destruction, in- 
stead of life and prosperity, to the regions 
beyond the Cascades. But Mr, Macken- 
zie's proposal bore upon tho face of it, 
notwithstanding all its vagueness and 
want of details, an apprehension of the 
condition and interests of tho country 
more particularly referred to; and tho 
promise that tho work of railway construc- 
tion should bo commenced at central 
points in tho interior, iu order that do- 
mestic, instead of foreign, productions 
should bo consumed, evinced a willing- 
ness to consider and promote the best in- 
terests of tho country which tho pooplo 
■would have been both stupid and ungrate- 
ful not to recognize and appreciate. This 
journal ventured tho opinion l.liat, with 
such filling up in details as was indicated 
und as it is now positively known Mr. 
Mackenzio was prepared to concede had 
not tho local Government, for reasons of 
thoir own not difiicult to divine, crimin- 
ally brokonoffnegotiations.the new Terms 
offered by tho Dominion Government 
would have been acceptable to the peo- 
ple of the Mainland; and, being just »nd 
satisfactory to the Mainland, they ought 
not to have been recklessly thrust aside 
by tho peoplo of Vancouver Island, or, 
mora correctly, by a portion of the peo- 
plo of Victoria presuming to speak in the 
name of tho whole. And now, whenjthe 
peoplo of tho Mainland adopt tho very 
course wo foretold, perhaps the only wiso 
course left open to them under tho cir- 
cumstances thrust upon thorn by an err- 
ing Ministry, they aro insulted by being 
told that they are pnrcol of fools, duped 
by selfish knaves, and that a mission- 
ary will bo sent from Victoria 
to reclaim tho wandering sheep 1 Who is to 
bo this missionary ? Humor says Mr. 
Humphreys. We wish him luck in his 
newro/e. What a gravo responsibility 
meanwhile rests with tho party to whose 
unwiso and headstrong misdoing tho 
country i3 indebted for all this conglom- 
erated mischief the full possible conno- 
quoncea of which ono almost shrinks 
from contemplating. Not only have they 
alienated Mr. Mackenzie, but tho Main- 
land, too. Rejecting tho railway on tho 
Island when it could havo been had with 
tho concurrence and good-will of tho 
Mainland, they have provoked a feeling of 
hostility and sectional jealousy which it 
may tako long years to allay, and that, 
too, at tho very time when it was of su- 
preme importance that all sectional feel- 
ing should havo been buried; when a great 
and ovorshawdowing common interest de- 
manded united action in a common cause. 
Nor aro tho wretched attempts now being 
put forward with a view to misrepresent- 
ing Mr. Mackenzie's policy and poisoning 
tho public mind against his administra- 
tion likely to mend matters. Even if tho 

f>eople woro not too intelligent to bo mis- 
od by these efforts, paid for with thoir 
own money, what possible good is to be 
expected from such a course? It soems 
quito cortain that, for tho next decado at 
least, British Columbia must doal with 
Mr. Mackenzio; and oven woro ho as bad 
as somo would-bo 'loaders of public opin- 
ion in this community mako him out to 
bo, still doos notovory consideration of 
prudent regard for tho intorests of tho 
Province point out the unwisdom of wan- 
tonly incurring his ill-will ?

South America- 

BOLIVIA. 

In tho La Lue, of Taona. of tho 13th 
ultimo, wo iind an official account of an 
attack made at Atacauia by a horde of 
robbers. According to tho account given 
by tho Prefect of tho Department of Ata- 
cauia, datod 20th March last, it seem that 
tho town of that namo was assaulted by 
a band of more than fifty armed robbers, 
who had collected surreptitiously in tho 
ravine called Agnadas Puleo.not far from 
Caracoles. From this hiding placo they 
suddenly made an attack on tho town 
while tho peoplo wero asleep, and began 
all sorts of pillage and violence, wound- 
ing several persons. About 12 o'clock of 
the saino day thore arrived in tho vioinity 
of tho town about 15 young mon with 
rifles under Don Francisco Atola, who 
had como iu aid of tho pooplo of tho town. 
Tho robbers, counting on thoir own num- 
bers, wont out to attack tho small forco 
of Sonor Atola, and after a sharp contest 
on tho outskirts of tho town, 13 of the 
robbors wero killed, 8 wounded and 10 
woro taken prisoners. The robbor chief, 
Zarate, was cap tu rod on the road to Car- 
acolos, and was brought back to Atacama. 
Tho people, on seeing tho author of so 
much mischief to them, rushed upon him 
in mass and killed him in spito of tho 
authorities. Five more of the band woro 
captured in Toconao. 

CHILE. 

In Valparaiso a matter of considerable 
local intcrost, in tho shapo of a munici- 
pal loan of 81,200,000, is just now occu- 
pj ing tho attontiou of the City Corpora- 
tion and tho press. 

It is reported that, a great majority of 
tho mines in tho Copiapo and Florida 
districts aro not paying working expenses. 

While ovory other company aro with- 
drawing, or preparing to withdiaw, from 
tho coast, tho pioneer company of steam 
navigation in tho Pacific not only holds 
its own, but is extending its lino. On 
tho 1st proximo tho Pacifio Steam Navi- 
gation Company will iuaugurate a new 
lino betveon this and intermediate ports 
and Iquique. 

At Chilian small-pox had commenced 
to decline, but during the past few days 
it has reappeared with considerable vio- 
lence, and it is choosing for its victims 
on this occasion niombors of the upper 
class. 



Dominion Mail Summary. 

Ottawa, Jun* 10. — A terrible flro oecursd on Wei- 
llngtou utreot, this morniag. Theirkoleof LeMicver's 
block and tbo Pren-.icr's residence ware destroyed. 
Such a nro ban Heldom bcon men iu Ottawa. Largo 
burning places of the shingles wero carried Borne two 
blocks off, and tho smaller pieces fell fast and thirl; 
upon tho spectators. Tho top of the towir of tho 
Presbyterian Church was fired several times, and but 
for the presence of mind of somo persons on tho spot 
this iluuedifler would undoubtedly bare suffered. The 
residence of the Hon. Jnnien Sktad and the Church of 
England Ladies School weru enveloped in a cloud of 
Qre brands, bnt both bulldogs, being solidly built of 
stone and having tinned roofs, sustained no damage, 
'i he young ladies of the lattor place, however, were 
all up unci dressed ready for flight if necessary. The 
Hon. Mr. MsckeBZle was to have entertained a number 
of the members of tho Kirk Svnod at dinner this even- 
ing at his residence, but the Are will prevent It. 

The "Free Tress" to-night announces that as liritlsh 
Columbia has not accepted tho proposal frem the l>jm- 
Inion Government for a rolaiation of the Tcrnin of 
Union, although it has been beforo tke Government of 
that Province for several weeks, the proposal has beon 
withdrawn. 

The Cabinet meeting announced for to-day was post- 
poned until 11 o'cloek to-morrow in consequence of the 
disastrous lire of this morning, whioh completely des- 
troyed the Premier's residence. 

Mr. Murdoch, of the Canadian Pacific survey, leaves 
te-morrow fur Fort Uarry to make a survey of tho part 
of tho route lying between Fort Uarry nad I'om- 
biae. 

Ottawa, Jnne 11.— The "Times" this merninp;. In 
nn article on J. D. Edgar's mission to Brltiou Colum- 
bia, and the action of tho British Columbiana, hajb: 
" That it is an svasios of the proposals so fairly and 
generously put beforo them, admits of no doubt, nnd, 
although reminding ono of tho homely adage 'throw a 
crust of bread to a snarling dog and he will bite yon,' 
there; cannot be urged In their excuse the innate and 
ineradicable surliness of temper whioh might bo 
pleaded ou buhalf of tho wrotched quadruped. Wo 
need not take the trouble Jnst now to discuss the mo- 
tives, •ouiplex no donbt, which have prompted the 
Columbian Administration to pursue such an oxtraor* 
dinar} cjnrso; ni ither shall we indulge in «ny specu- 
lations, however well-informed we mav ho. as to tho 
effect of their eccentric polioj upon those Columbian 
politicians themselves: but wo must express a hope 
which wu are very certain will bo concurred In by the 
great mass of the Canadian people, that the Dominion 
Government will no longer hold out to the Local Gov- 
ernment of Columbia generous and gratuitous propo- 
sals auent the Parilie Railway." 

Tho " Citizen," commenting on this, says: "Tbn 
article is, beyond doubt, of oreshodowing of tho Pre- 
n.ier's Intended policy." 

Ottawa, June 12.— Contract! will be given out soon 
as possible for tho construction of a branch of tho Ca- 
nada Pacific Hallway, from Winnipeg to Pembina. 

A Cabinet Coueeil will bo held this evening. A. J. 
Smith, Minister of Marine, will than state his decision 
as to whether he will take the portfolio of Justice or not. 
It is expected that he will not. In such case Fournler 
will bo transferred to that department, and (leolfrion 
appointor to tho inland Kovenuo. Should Smith ex- 
cept the portfolio of Minister of Justice, Ueogrion will 
lake Marine and Fisheries.

Messrii. Gros.;eu, Nelson and several 
others, who wore on board the Prince Al- 
fred at fc'ua tiiao sho was lost, returned 
yaBtcrdfty. They furnish littlo informa- 
tion that Tub Colonist 1ms nut already 
published. No blame appears to uttauh 
to the Captain or other oilicors, who wora 
all at their posts, and appear to havo ant- 
ed with commendable coolucss through- 
oat. The impressiou is universal that tho 
passengers should have boon landed ear- 
lier in the day. However, us no disaster 
to lifo or limb roaultad.and us tho baggage, 
mails and treasure were lauded safely, wo 
think that under all the, circumstances wo 
ehould bo thankful that tiro disaster was 
not worse in its effects, and sympathise, 
■with tho popular commander in his great 
misfortune. A "cabin passenger" in a lot- 
ter to us, describes tho shock of striking 
as to bo scarcely perceptible; ho snys 
there was no panio or disorder, acquits 
. Capt. Shell of blamo ami says that lie (tho 
Captain) was tho last man to leave- the 
ahip. Wo make tho following extracts 
/row tho San Francisco pross: 

[From tho San Franoisoo AUa, Juno 13. \ 

About noon yostorday information was 
received that the steamer Prii 3a Alfred 
had gone ashore at Tennesson Cove. Fro \ 
parties who v/ora at tho aceno shortly uf 
terward wo glean tho following informa- 
tion: 

Tho British stoamor Priuco Alfrod, 
Captain Sholl, loft Victoria, V.I., ut 1:30 
A. M. Juno 11th, for thil port, and every- 
thing wont well until yesterday morning. 
The steamer made Port lloyos at 5 a. m. 
a denso fog prevailing, and no fog whistle 
blowing. At 7 a. m., 

THE VESSEL STRUCK 

On what was supposed to be Duxbury 
Keef, but the shock tvas so slight that 
many on board scarcely knew that any- 
thing had happened. About twenty 
minutes later tho Chiot Engineer inform- 
ed tho Oaptain that tho water was tilling 
up tho ooutro compartment, and a short 
time after the 

1'IUES WEHE TOTALLY EXTINGUISHED 

By the wator pouring ia through an apor- 
turo about ton feet square. Sail was im- 
mediately made on the vessel, and in a 
short time rocks wore neon ahead. Tho 
Captain then attempted to put her houd 
off to tho southwest, but she soon struck 
At a point a littlo north of what is known 
as "Potato Cove," about three or four 
miles uorth of Point Bouita light-houao. 
During all tlio affair tho passongers and 
crow behaved with great coolness, which 
ia remarkable, considering many ladies 
wore among the passongers. 

SENDING THE NEWS TO THE CITY. 

Tho Purser, Freight Clerk, Second 
Mate and a crew of four men were imme- 
diately despatched to the city, bringing 
tho mail and tho treasure, and tho Purser 
notified tho Merchant's Exchange, who 
immediately dispatched the tugs Nejjtuno, 
Wizard and Lookout to the sceno of the 
disaster, to render all tho assistance pos- 
sible. A courier, on horseback, was also 
despatched by thorn via Sauculito to San 
Rafael, giving Mr. Birmingham, her 
managing ownor, news of tho disas- 
ter. 

PASSENGERS SAFELY LANDED. 

Mr. Houry Hoyt, Marine Reporter, 
wont down in tho Neptune to obtain all the 
information, and statos that the steamer 
sank at 2:30 v. M. Tho Neptune brought 
all tho baggage, a majority of tho passen- 
gers-, part of tho crow and Captain SJioll 
to town; and tho Wizard brought the ro- 
jnoiuder. Valuable assistance was ren- 
dered by C*pt, Freeman and crow, of tho 
pilot boat Caleb Curtis, and by Capt. 
John Mnhan, of tho pilot boat J. C. Cou- 
hiiik. Both boats were crusing outsido, 
but woi'u attracted to tho sceno by tho 
Kims, which tho steamer fired as signals 
of distress. As stated by passengers, the 
above pilots with thoir crows rendered 
thom.iolvos yery usoful in tho landing of 
the passongers, on tho beach in Tonnes- 
Bee CoYe, and worked "liko boavors" in 
the good work. Oaptain Freeman also 
couduoted the stoamor Oroflammo (out- 
ward bound) to the wreck, where Cap- 
tain Bollos kindly remained to render 
whatovor assistance might be required 
until tho arrival of tho tugs from town, 
when ho proceeded on his way. The pas- 
sengers desire to return their thanks to 
the above gentlemen and their orowa for 
thoir many kindness. 

THE "PHINOE ALFEED" 

/i.. rivod at this port for tho first timo on 
June (5th, 1870, ia command of Captain 
Dugltns, from Central American ports, 
she was sold soon aftor, tho purchasers 
being Rosenfeld and otlioiv who soon fitt- 
ed hor up for tho Victoria trade. The 
■um paid for hor was about §15,000, and 
rapairs to tho amount of about §45,000 
woro put an L^r, so that sho stood thorn 
In, Mady for soa, at about §00,000. She 
is insured in the following oilicos: Union, 
610,000; California, §10,000; Homo Mu- 
tual, $10,000; Fireman'a Fund, §10,000, 
and about §20,000 in Eastern oilicos. Sho 
commoncod in Victoria trade in 187), 
leaving here on hor initial trip on Juno 
<5th, 1871, and has contiuued in that trade 
Binoo, with the oxception of a short with- 
drawal for repairs, about a year ago. Sho 
is owned by John Bosonfold, throo- 
iWtliM, and Jehu Birmingham, tho re- 



maiuing quarter. Sho is quite an old 
vessol, having boon built in 1852, and will 
undoubtedly bo a total loss. Sho cargo 
inaj bo saved, if prompt measures are ta- 
ken. 

Tho cargo, consisting of hides, furs, 
etc., is valued at about §10,000. Annexed 
is also a list, of passengers. Chiof mato 
Lyons, fifi mato aud oight men ro- 
mained a.', the wrock. At last accounts 
tho wafer was ovar tho main decks of the 
vessel, and all hopes of saving her were 
abandoned, Tho ownors recently lot con- 
tracts to a foundry in this city to build 
now compound engines aud othor ma- 
chinery. 

[9. F. Chronicle, Juno 18th, 1 

The wreck of the Prineo Alfred was 
purchased by J. P. Lougeo, submarine 
diver, for §350. At an early hour Thurs- 
day morning Mr. Lougeo started with a 
crow oi fivomon, and well provided with 
diving-bells. When they arrived nt the 
scene of the disaster tho sea was too rough 
to admit of their doing anything. Tho 
wrecked steamer lay upon her beam 
ends, tho forward portion projecting 
aboii* three foet out of water. It roso 
and fell slightly with iho waves. The 
wrecking part}' picked up over six hun- 
dred doors skins which woro floating in 
tho vicinity. Along tho shoro a number 
of Norwegian fishermen were engaged 
picking up such articles as had boon cast 
upon the Leach by tho waves. The vos- 
eoI contained in its cargo a number of 
barrels of so-.d skins, aud Mr. Lougeo 
thinks thot tho wreckers on tho shoro so- 
on red some of these valuable furs. They 
anchored Thursday night in tho vicinity 
of the wreck, and when day dawned 
yesterday morning not a vestige of the 
unfortunate craft was to be seen. Dur- 
ing tho night thero was a heavy soa, and 
the sides of the steamer collapsed. The 
door skins "no recovered will not pay his 
expense,'! and he is a loser by his pur- 
chase. 



Tho Caundian Telegraph Line. 

Ottawa (Okt.'i, June 18.— The Times 
to-day bus tho U ilowing: "An advertise- 
ment will bo at onco issued by tho Public 
Works Department, inviting tenders for 
■the construction of a telegraph lino across 
tho continent." This announcement is 
welcomed with enthusiasm both by Ca- 
nadians and British Columbia residents. 

Wu.sMagton Territory. 

Mr. Jacob Schwartz, engaged in buy- 
ing stork for F . Snyder, of this city, left 
hero a few day s ?ince, for Yakima, to 
buy a drove of beeves. In passing through 
tho Snoqualmie pass, his trail lay upon 
tho banks of a deep pond, or lake, and 
was partially ".ovorod by tho overflow. 
His horse lost its footing and stumbled 
into deep water. Mr. Schwartz was load- 
ed with sovoral thousand dollars in spe- 
cie and a heavy navy revolvor, which 
caused him to sink immediately, Tho man 
with him, after somo timo spent in an in- 
effectual search for tho body, returned to 
this oity, and other parties havo gouo out 
with him to rouow tho search. The do- 
ceased was between 40 and 50 years of 
ago, of industrious habits and oxcellent 
character. — Seattle. Dispatch. 

Tho gang of burglars is now operating 
at Port Blakeloy. 

A man of the name of Bartholomew, 
whoso wife had commenced a suit for di- 
voroo, went to tho South school, on Mon- 
day aftornoon, and forcibly carried away 
his littlo girl, aged seven years, who had 
since tho separation of the parents been 
living with tho mother, When last seen 
by the teachers and scholars, the man was 
making for tho woods with tho child 
screaming and struggling in his arms, 
while tho brutal father was showering 
blows upon hor. 

Oregon 

Robert Gibbons has boon found guilty 
of murder in the first degree, after duo 
trial. Ho killed Police officer Schoppe on 
tho 13th inst. in Portland. This is said to 
be the second verdict of the kind evorreu 
tiered in Multnomah county. The first 
vordict was given in 1800 in tho oaso of 
a man named Baloh, who shot his'son-in- 
law. Balch was executed. 

A man named Conrad Werner was <;iys- 
toriously murdered, last Saturday, 2<3th 
inst., near Salem, lie had been to town 
and tho deed was committed while ho was 
driving home. Ho had been shot through 
tho body and must havo diod instantly. 
His team ran homo aud the first intima- 
tion of the terrible news given his family 
was when his wife aud little childrou ga- 
thered around the wagon and found tho 
husband 'iild father a ghastly corpse. 
Every effort is boing made to detect the 
murdorar. 

The' Bank of B. N. A. Embezzlement, 
The San Francisco Alia of the 20th inst. 
says of this unfortunate affair: "Alex. S. 
Finnic was arrested in Oakland while in 
bod, last night, for tho crime of embez- 
zlement, said, by tho complaining wit- 
ness, Archibald McKinley, to havo been 
committed in this oity about May 12th. 
Thoy, McKinley and Finnic, have carried 
on the agency of tho Bank of British 
North America, McKinley as agent and 
Finnie as assistant. Mr. McKinley 
charges that on the 13th of May last Mr. 
Finnie appropriated tho sum of §5,000 of 
tho co rporation money to his own uso 
and benefit, instead of oxjpehding it in 
the interests of the Bank. The examina- 
tion of tir> matter will bo held before 
Judge Louderback at an early day. 

TlOHBOBNBAMD Do LIGHT Y ESTATES BlLL. 

By the preamble of the Bill, which was 
read tho first timo in tho House of Lords 
last evening, it appears that tho expenses 
of the litigation occasioned by "tho Clai- 
mant's" proceedings, and payable by the 
present Baronet, or, in tho event of his 
death during minority, by tho family out 
of tho estates, havo amounted already to 
nearly £90,000. Thoso are exclusive of 
tlio expenses of tho prosecution for.perja- 
ry, which have to bo borne by tho coun- 
try. 

Arrival of the Wm. Tabbb. — The 
mail steamship Wm.

Eastern States- 

Syracuse, Juno 24. — Fourteen dead bo- 
dies havo been recovered from tho ruins 
of tho Central Church. Of tho injured 
two died to-day and othors not expected 
to live. 

QNew York, Juno 24. — Theodore Tilton 
publishes this p. m. a seven-column arti- 
o!o lunching upon the Boeohor scandal, 
and in defence of himself from tho charge 
of the Rev. Leonard Bacon, moderator of 
tho Into Brooklyn Council, that Tilton is 
a slanderer whom magnanimity nlouo 
saved from a disgraceful expose. Ho says 
that having suffered in silence for 4 years 
from these and similar misrepresentations 
adroitly put before the public by Ply- 
mouth Church , neither patience nor duty 
will permit bini longer to conceal tho ac- 
tual facts from the public. Ho gives his 
reasons for severing his connection with 
tho church as follows: 

"I had been for fifteen years a member 
of Plymouth Church and had become in 
the meantime an intimate of the pastor. 
Knowledge came to mo in 1870 that ho 
had committed against mo an offence 
which I forbear to name or characterize 
Prompted by my self-respect 1 immediate- 
ly and forever ceased my attendance on 
his ministry." 

Tilton publishes the following extroct 
from a document signed by Mr. Beecber: 
Brooklyn, Juno 1st, 1S72. 

I ask Theodore Tilton forgiveness 
and hiimblo myself before him as I am 
before my Cud. lie would havo been u 
bettor man in my circumstances than I 
have been. I can ask nothing except 
that ho will remember all the other breasts 
that would ache. I will not pload for 
mystlf and oven wish that I woro dead. 
(Signed) H. W. Beechbb.

Europe- 

Paris, Juno 10 — Tho proposition in tho 
French Assembly to creato a Kingdom 
was lost by 100 majority. Ono Minister 
voting in favor of it. 

JuIuh Gabril Janin.tho eminent French 
critic and author, is dead. 

London, Juno20— Mr Bellew, the read- 
er and elocutionist, died last night after 
a long and painful illness. 

Tho Bank of England has fixed its min- 
imum discount at 2'^ per cent. 

Tho following is a condensed gonoral 
review of the crop prsspects in Europe: 
Groat Britain will havo an average yield. 
Belgium and Holland will have no rea- 
son to complain, and cereals look well in 
Southern Germany. The rye crop is in- 
jured, but tlio general aspect of crops is 
good. In Australia and Hungary somo 
provinces have suffered pretty severely, 
but tho wheat crop is placed at 75 per 
cent. In addition to this the nows from 
southern Russia is very favorable 

Paris, June 1G— Yesterday was charac- 
terised by great discord and confusion, 
and at times considerable feeling was ex- 
hibited, tho Bonapartists endeavoring to 
obtain the passage of motions adverse to 
the present Government. Altera lengthy 
and heated debate n. motion made by a 
Republican Deputy recognizing the pro- 
sent Republic was passed by a decided 
majority. 'Iho passage of tho motion and 
tho defeat of tlm Bonapartists has dis- 
couragod others of that faction, and 
proves that all attempts to rcstoro mon- 
archy will bo defeated. Tho rosult of 
yesterday's proceedings is, tit i> t tho com- 
mission of thirty now havo an important 
mandate to organize permanently tlio 
Soptonnate without proclaiming a repub- 
lic, or clso to organize the republic with 
McMahon as its President, It is under- 
stood in olliciid circles that tho Commis- 
sion will probably organize a Septennato 
which the Chamber of Assembly will un- 
doubtedly ratify, placing McMahon at 
the head of the Government as thus or- 
ganized. Tho dissolution of tho Assem- 
bly will then immediately follow. It is 
reported that Count do Chambord has 
abdicated his claim to tho throno of 
Franco. 

Paris, Juno 12 — ■ Paul do Cassagnao, 
editor of La Pays, replies in that journal 
to-day to the demand by Schollcher and 
Tostalin, delegated by tho Republicans 
to demand reparation for his article at- 
tacking l lcmbcrs of the Left. Ho says 
ho assailed Gambottn and other Deputies, 
not Glemenooau, who is not therefore on- 
titled to reparation ; "but," says DeCas- 
sagnao, "if M. Olemonceau wants a per- 
sonal quarrel ho can havo it." Ho says 
ho particularly wishes to fight Qambetta, 
and adds, "Nine members of tho editor- 
ial staff of La Pays aro willing to light 9 
Republican Deputies, and will draw lots 
for tho choico of adversaries and anus,"

English Mail. 

Thero nro 3,*1/j3,(j:)1 unmarried! wo- 
men in England, abovo the age of fif- 
teen, who nro engaged in specific oc- 
cupations, aud aro earning inonejr 
thereby. 

Tho "Academy" learns that a largo 
and] valuable collection of nncicnt 
charters and manuscripts has recently 
been found in tho crypt of the Canter- 
bury Cathedral. 

The King of Denmark isuhoui to 
visit Iceland — ia probably on his way 
thither now. It is expected that im- 
portant changes in the government of 
tho country will bo inaugurated on that 
occasion. 

Tho Oxford correspondent of qlio 
"Church Herald" states that Prince 
Leopold delivered threo capital 
speeches, in English, French and 
Italian, on the occasion of his admis- 
sion within the ranks of the frate rr.ty 
of Freemasons, nt that city, a short 
time ago. 

Another African explorer, in tlio 
person of Charles Now, has started 
from England to follow up Living- 
stone's inquiries concerning the sour- 
ces of tho Nile. Mr. New is n corres- 
ponding member of tho Royal Geog- 
raphical Society, and of the liiitibh 
and Foreign Anti-slavery Society. 

A Dublin correspondent says that 
tho disestablishment of tho Iri.sh 
Church seems likely to ond in its des- 
truction by schism, Thero aro divis- 
ions between tho clergy and laity in 
regard to the government of the 
church, which seem likely to lend to 
tho Archbishop of Armagh and Dublin 
seceding from the Synod. 

During tho visit of the Queen, at 
Windsor, ho took a trip on tho Virgin- 
ia water in ono of the royal barges. 
The barge has n curious history. It 
was built in 1702, to tho command of 
Queen Anno, for Prince George, of 
Denmark, and had certainly been seen 
by Peter the Great, but very probably 
may have been in part constructed by 
him when ho was working in tho Eng- 
lish dock-yard. 

A new Anglican Cathedral is about 
to bo built in the city of Manchester. 
At a mooting held recently for raising 
the necessary funds, £500,000 was 
subscribed as a beginning. Money to 
almost any limit seems likely to be 
forthcoming, but tho chief difficulty 
will bo to find a competent architect. 
Wo shall now boo whether tho clay for 
building Gothic cathedrals has passed 
away. 

Tho number of emigrants who left 
Ireland — being natives of that country 
— during tho first four months of the 
year, was 22,-120. In tho correspon- 
ding period last year the number was 
31,992, so that there is a reduction of 
9,563. Tho total emigration from 
Ireland, since 1st May, 1801 , tlio date 
at which the collection of tho returns 
commenced, to the IlOth of April, 1S74, 
was 2,. r >70,17-i persons, 

The discovery has just been made in 
Franco, nt Amiany-Rony, in tho De- 
partment of tho Aisuo, by a farmer 
named Delamotte-Lavasseur, of 'J00 
bronze coins, ranging from Diocletian 
to Constantino I. They were- found 
near the strategical road constructed 
by the Romans to connect tho Sues- 
siones with tho Viramandi, in passing 
by Contra Agenuin, tho statiou which 
protected the passage qf the Oise. 

Tho Convocation of the London Uni- 
versity has, by against Of) votes, pro- 
nounced in favor of tho admission of 
women to its degrees. Tho subject will 
now have to come before tho Senate, and 
should that body desire to givo practical 
effect to tho vote of convocation, it will 
bo necessary to go to Parliament for a 
new charter. But, as convocation con- 
sists of nearly 1,200 members, the vote is 
not considered of much importance. 

A Frenchman was sentenced, tho other 
day, by the Correctional Tribunal of 
Paris to a fine of 500 francs for writing 
"Vivo Napoleon 1Y.1" on tlio walls. IIo 
appealed against the decision, and tho 
Superior Court has just given its judg- 
ment, and considers that tho offense 
charged against tho defendant wits noth- 
ing more than a breach of the Act of 1832, 
regulating tho posting of bills, and re- 
duced tho due to 200 francs. 
| |A statue of John Buuyan has Ik on pre- 
sented by the Duke of Bodford 1o the 
town of Bedford, and was unveiled on tho 
lOlhof June. Tlio statue is of bronze, 
10 foet high, and weighs 8 l / t tons, The 
pedestal, -of Cray granite, weighs nearly 
i 1 /, tons, and has three bronzo mouldings 
in alto relievo, that on tho front represen- 
ting the final conflict of Christian with 
Apollyon, that ou tho left, tho meeting of 
Christian and Evangelist, and that on tho 
right, his roloaso from sin at the foot of 
the Cross and interview with angola. 

A revolting caso of Baorilegious out- 
rago was tried a fow days sinoo in the 
Assize Court at Douai. Four skilled op- 
eratives of Roubais wore accused or par- 
ading a full-length crucifix through tho 
streets of that town, and insulting the 
sacred effigy with tho greatest blasphemy 
and violonco. 

A rolic has turned up in the Orwell, in 
tho ahnpo of a vessel imbedded in the 
mud.

By somo it isconjeototl that 
sho is a Danish war galley, some of which 
were sunk at the entrance to the Orwell 
during tho ungagomont between Alfred 
and the Dnnos in 885. 
"JTho British MedicalJournal understands 
that tho result of imprisonment bus been 
materially to lessen the enormous bulk of 
Arthur Orion, tlio Tichhorno claimant.
